Steel, a young sou of Judpe Steel, met 
Mrs. Challc-n on the street and used very 
bitter, denunciatory, and abusive lan- 
guage to her. Mrs. Challen, or some ono 
i be reported the matter to Mr. Challen 
and John Goodwin, a brother of Mrs. 
Clialk-n. The two men proceeded to in- 
vestigate and went to punish young Steel, 
but failed to find him. Saturday morn- 
Ing the parties all came down armed, with 
the exception of Judge Steel, who was un- 
armed. They met at a drug store, and 
after a few words were passed the firing 
began. 


Mayor Sterle Killed. 


The first shot was fired by the Hon. 


John Steel, mayor of Tuscumbia and son 
of Judge Steel, at John Goodwin. The 
ball struck Tracey Abernathy in the right 
arm, shivering the bone from near the el- 
bow tn the wrist. He had only tried to 
quell the trouble. The shot was answered 
by one from Goodwin that struck Mayor 
Steeli•»' tin1 eye. penetrating the brain 
and irt»!iieing almost instant death. A 
fusilaitv followed, and reports materially 
differ. 
On the arrival of the sheriff there 


was a cessation of firing. It was found 
that Tom Goodwin had fallen with a load 
in his neck, shoulder, and arm. 
Oil ex- 


amination it was found that more buck- 
shot had entered the floor near his head 
and his face was badly burned with pow- 
der. 
Tom Steel was shot in the calf of 


the leg, but it i* only a slight woutid.

DARING TRAIN ROBBERS. 


They Assault an Engineer and Fireman

VAN WEIIT, Ohio, July 19.—A bold at- 


tempt at train robbery was made late 
Friday night on the Cincinnati, Jackson 
and 
Michigan 
railroad. 
Three 
men 


boarded the engine of the north-bound 
passenger train at Enterprise, Ohio, and 
attacked Engineer Vandevender and his 
fireman with hammers and coupling pins, 
knocking both senseless. They did not 
succeed in stopping the train, however, 
probably owing to the plucky fight made 
by the trr.inmen, and jumped off before 
reaching Van \Vert. The engineer and 
fireman were both lying senseless in the 
cab of the locomotive, and the train which 
should have stopped at Van Wert station 
rushed through the yard at the rate of 
twenty-five miles an hour. Here it col- 
lided with a switch engine and Engineer 
Vandevender was 
found 
dead in the 


wreck. The fireman is still unconscious 
.and it cannot be learned whether the en- 
gineer was killed by the train robbers or 
met his death in the collision. None of 


• the passengers were seriously injured.

pension law, showing who are entitled to 
pensions under it. 


Every soldier or seaman who served not 
less than 90 days and was honorably dis- 
charged, now materially disabled by perma- 
nent physical or mental disability, whether 
of service origin or not, not the result of 
vicious habits. 


Every widow whoso husband served in 


the army or navy not less thad 90 days and 
was honorably discharged and has since 
died from any cause, and who Is without 
other means of support than her daily labor 


All soldiers' orphan children under 16 


years of age, or, if older, who are insane 
idiotic or otherwise pormaneutly helpless. 


Every mother or father wliose son has 


died, leaving neither widow nor mlno: 
child, from disability which would entitle 
him to a pension under prior laws if living, 
and who is at present in dependent circum 
stances. 


The question ot financial circumstance! 


is inquired into only in the cases of soldiers 
widows or parents. Every honorably dis 
charged soldier or sailor who served ninety 
days or longer and is disabled so that he 
cannot perform manual labor is entitled tt 
a pension of from $6 to $12 a uion'b, ac 
cor.linp; t<i the pxtpnt of tlie disability, no 
matter whether he be rich or poor.
